SHOW HEAVY DROP 


Calgary, Jan. 16.—Having started) 
| with a membership of 2,147 in 1909 
‘and. reached the peak in 1921 with 
31,508 members, the United Farmers 
‘of Alberta dropped from 10,531 in 
1931 to 4,098 for 1932, the enumera- 
‘tion of the latter being taken up to 
December 31, 1932. The total mem- 
bership of the U.F.A., U.F.W.A., junior 
and life members has also dropped 
from 14,486 in 1931 to 7,886 for the 
past year. 

The U.F.W.A. membership 
in 1921 was 4,536 and 2,273 for 1931, 
dropped to 1,761 membtrs in 1932, 
junior membership increased by 110

life membership of 261 was an in- 
crease of one over the previous year. 
While 25 new U.F.A. locals were 
' organized during 1929-1932, this was

M.D. Bigstone Should Join Hospital 


As might be seen by an advertise 
ment in last week’s issue of The 
Times, the Municipal District of Big- 
stone proposes to pass a bylaw auth- 
orizing and empowering the district 
to become associated with the: City 
of Wetaskiwin and the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Montgomery in the ownership 
and operation of the Community Hos- 
pital, wich was erected in Wetaski- 
win last summer. The proposal is to 


have the M.D. Bigstone assume a 


thirty per cent interest in the hos- 
pital, which would amount to an ex- 
penditure of $8,100.00, which would 
‘be payable in fifteen equal annual in- 
stalments. 
_ In considering this question, the 
electors of the M.D. Bigstone should 
look upon it as a personal matter. 
First, there is the necessity for hos- 
pital facilities. These are available 
in the fully modern hospital at We- 
taskiwin, which was declared to be 
one hundred per cent efficient by the 
inspector of hospitals “who was pre- 
sent at the official opening last fall. 
How soon may a family require the 
use of a hospital? Statistics from 
the department of health show that 
ten out of every one hundred fam- 
ilies use a hospital during the year, 
and that the average stay is eleven 


days. This would mean a saving to 
the individual elector of $11.00 if he 
or a member of his family happened 
to use the hospital the average num- 
ber of days, provided the M.D. Big- 
stone assumed an interest in the hos- 
pital with the M.D. Montgomery and 
Wetaskiwin. If the M.D. Bigstone 
did not assume that responsibility, 
the residents getting hospital accomo- 
dation here would pay a much higher 
rate. ‘ 

There is also the desirability of 
the district having its own hospital 
facilities. It is now practically an 
established principle, that a municip- 
ality must provide hospitalization for 
any indigents from the municipality 
in question. By linking up with 
Montgomery and Wetaskwin, the M. 
D. of Bigstone would be assured of 
this service at cost. 

The Community hospital located 
here cost approximately $31,000, and 
with the new equipment and furnish- 
ings about $7,000 additional. It is one 
of the best rural hospitals in West- 
ern Canada, with the most up-to-date 
X-Ray machine, operating table, and 
other equipment, and the electors of 
the M.D. of Bigstone should be glad 
of the opportunity to become a unit 
in its ownership and management.

$5.00 was requested in a resolution 
passed by the U.F.A. convention. An 
increase to an extent not stated in 
the gasoline tax, to provide 
tional revenue, was suggested.

Delegates voted down two amend- 
ments. One asked that after a car 
had been in use two years, there 
should be an annual reduction of 
$2.50 a year in license fees, with a 
minimum rate set at $5. Another 
amendment proposed a sliding scale 
instead of a flat rate of licenses, 
also with a minimum of $5. 

Discussion brought out that a re- 
duction of the license fees to $5 
Meant that the government would 
need a _ gasoline tax of at least 10 
cents a gallon to make up the reve- 
nue loss. This information had been 
given by the govenment last year 
when a similar request for a reduc- 
tion in license fees had been made by 
the U.F.A. 

Nevertheless, delegates contended 
that more cars would ve used’ and 
increased revenue from the gasoline 
tax result if a flat $5 license were 
allowed. Also, general conditions 
justified the proposed reduction.

BEATTY FORESEES BUSINESS UPTURN 


C.P.R. President Points to Many Helpful Factors 
But Says Further Adjustment Necessary 
to Complete Re-establishment. 


se HE after-war period of ad- 
» justment through which this 
country is going is still short of 
completion,” says E. W. Beatty, 
K.C., in his annual review “but I 
would add the positive assertion 
that, unhappy as the past year 
may have been and as lacking in 
re-assuring factors as the imme- 
diate future may appear, 1932 has 
seen definite and constructive 
progress towards improvement. 
We see on every side the effect 
of long drawn-out world trade 
depression — a process of econ- 
omic deflation — grinding slowly 
forward and leaving behind it a 
wake of human unhappiness and 


even ruin in directions where it }. 


seemed least likely to be possible. 
Having no clear vision of a defin- 
ite end to our troubles, we are 
tempted to despair or to look for 
remedies to those who preach 
short cuts to economic security 
that aré as unsound and as surely 
disastrous as were the extrava- 
gant and wasteful methods of con- 
ducting. national, corporate and 
individual business which brought 
aout , ppeséut: conditiorstarid' we 
are ‘likely. to. overlook: ‘evidences 
of progress which justify the be- 
lief that this transitionary period 
is taking its well’ ordered way 
towards better times, 

A year ago I suggested that the 
movement towards economic read- 
justment would go further, per- 
haps even into public and govern- 
mental institutions. I am con- 
vinced that failure to boldly meet 
and satisfactorily deal with this 
matter may easily medn national 
insolvency and will certainly re- 
tard any possible return to a rea- 
sonably full measure of prosper- 


‘ity. Nothing that the troubles of 


the past year have brought into 
public recognition is so outstand- 
ing as is the need for curtailing 
public expenditure and co-ordin- 
ating and re-organizing public 
activities so that they may be 
placed upon a basis such as this 
country of. ten million people can 
well afford. Courageous effort 
has accomplished real progress 
along this line but much remains 
to be done before our national 
affairs are on a sound economie 
basis. The nation’s annual inter- 
est bill is mounting steadily and 
has done so for many years, a 
statement that is equally true of 
Dominion, provincial and munici- 
pai affairs. It is the corporate 
and individual taxpayer who has 
to pay ihese, and since the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway pays yearly 
the country’s largest tax bill I 
may be allowed to lay particular 
stress upon this point which I 
consider calls for earnest study at 
the present time. 

The railway situation retains 
place as Canada’s most impera- 
tive domestic problem. A year 
ago we hoped that its early solu- 
tion was foreshadowed by the 
appointment of a competent tri- 
bunal to probe into its causes and 
complexities and to present an 
efficacious solution. We did not 
then foresee that the proposed 
solution would be based upon 
what the Commission thought the

stern necessities of the case. Nor 
was it then apparent that condi- 
tions that had brought about the 
immediate need for effective relief 
for a situation that threatened 
national bankruptcy would be- 
come still more aggravated as 
business offering for the railroads 
continued to show drastic and un- 
precede”ted declines. That is 
what has happened. The decrease

in freight car loadings which 
began in, 1930 has continued 
almost uninterruptedly. In 1931 
up to the end of the first week of 
December, 558,359 less freight 
cars had been loaded on all Cana- 
dian Railways than for the same 
period of the previous year. Dur- 
ing the same period this year 
376,016 less cars were loaded than 
in 1931. The decline in passenger 
business has been. relatively the 
same. The resultant effect upon 
railway earnings has been natu- 
rally disastrous. For the first ten 
months of 1931 Canadian Pacific 
gross revenue declined 22.1 per 
cent as compared with that of 
1930. For the first ten months of 
this year now closing there was a 
further decline of 15.4 per cent. 
The decline continues, and there 
certainly appears to be no evid- 
ence in sight that for many years 
we shall see them entirely elim- 
inated and our earnings back 
where they were in 1928. It is 
true that the railways have effect- 
ed drastic economies. As com- 
pared with 1931 Canadian Pacifis 
operating costs for the first ten 
months of 1932 were 15.3 per cent 
lower, and we expect that we shall 
make a still better showing in 
this regard throughout the com- 
ing year. 

Having the best hope in the 
world, | hesitate to prophesy any 
great increase in gross earnings, 
but it is my deeply considered 
conviction that if the railways 
over the next ten or fifteen years 
are to live anywhere within their 
income, economies will have to go

very much further indeed than 
has yet been considered by a great 
number of our people who, it is 
only fair to state, have not had 
even a fair opportunity of inform- 
ing themselves upon the situation. 
For years we have been impelled 
towards large capital expenditu- 
res, while at the same time com- 
petitive transportation agencies, 
railways, highways and canals 
have been built up and maintained 
out of public funds. Keeping these 
facts in view and having in mind 
the probable course of economic 
events over the mext few years, 
the urgency of the need for fun- 
damental change in our railway 
policy should be clearly apparent. 
I think that in the wider field of 
world economics we have witness- 
ed important developments lead- 
ing towards trade stabilization and 
encouragement, ‘‘The improve- 
ments in the situation with regard 
to international. war debts and the 
hope contained. in the coming 
World Trade Conference can cer- 
tainly be regarded/on thé\brighter 
side-dfzua. leds ie {the first 
esultsyirom' the \atrial Trade 
Conference at Ottawa in. the way 
of improved: intra-Empire trade, 
provide honest ground'for quiet 
congratulation. 

I am still as great an optimist 
as ever on the subject of Can- 
ada’s ultimate future. The inhe- 
rent soundness of our country 
strengthens me in this opinion. 
I do not think that our business 
recovery will come with a rush, 
since the temptation to forget the 
economic lessons we have learned 
would be too strong. For one 
thing, I do not hesitate to say that 
if within three years we found 
ourselves again in such a period 
of economic inflation as we en- 
perienced about 1928 and if we 
had not then definitely settled the 
railway problem on sound and 
permanent economic lines we 
would again be swept off our feet 
by the flood of competition and 
competitive extravagances. This, 
I think applies with equal force 
to all forms of business. 

Referring a year ago to the 
Royal Commission on railways, I 
urged that the people of Canada 
should meet its suggested solu- 
tions for our problem; with earn- 
est consideration of their econ- 
omic values unbiased by political 
color or preconceived prejudices. 
The question is now more than 
ever a matter of urgent public dis- 
cussion and will continue so for 
many months. It cannot satis- 
factorily be dealt with in a way 
to save the country from disaster 
unless it be considered as an 
economic question and settled in 
accordance with the ccunoniic 
truth that transportation agencies 
are no different from‘ any other 
form of industrial instiluliou in 
that they must be both allowed 
and required to pay their way. 
Any other attempted solution of 
the difficulty would be ineffec- 
tual, and it is the inescapable 
obligation of the people of Canada 
to apply this test to whatever 
proposals for settlement of the 
problem may come forward.

GERALD LARKIN SAYS 
REMOVE TRADE BARRIERS 
AT SALADA ANNUAL MEETING 


Mr. Gerald R. Larkin, President of 
Salada Tea Company, in addressing 
the Annual Meeting of the Staff said: 
“Meetings such as this at the end 
of a good year are always a source 
of pleasure to everyone of us. When 
general conditions are bad, and when 
even our own business has, in a 
measure, reflected these conditions, 
we sometimes find the effort to bear 
ourselves cheerfully more than a 
little difficult. Any such feeling must 
be fought against and defeated by 
everyone of us, if we are going to 
make the following year a success.

Unfortunately, . im- 
mediately after the war, bad states- 
manship concluded a disastrous 
peace; a peace that bred distrust, not 
only between the victors and the | 
defeated, but also among the vic- 
torious nations themselves. Extreme | 
nationalism supplanted what at least 
had been a form of partial  inter- 
nationalism, and all countries suc- 
cumbed to it. Tariff walls were — 
and still are being built higher and 
higher until international trade has 
to all intents and purposes ceased to 
exist. What this country needs, what 
the United States needs, what the 
world needs is a breaking down of 
the greater part of these barriers if 
we are to return to our normal stan- 
dard of living.

Norwegian Prune Pudding 

% pound prunes, 1 cup sugar, % cup 
cornstarch, 1 tablespoon lemon juice, 
2% cups water, 1 stick cinnamon, 4% 
teaspoon salt. 

Soak prunes overnight in the water. 
Remove pits, add cinnamon and bring 
to a boil. Mix cornstarch and sugar 
together and add slowly to the prunes, 
stirring constantly. When it has thick- 
ened, add the lemon juice and salt. 
Remove from fire.| Pour into dessert 
dishes and chill. 

For a_ typically American dish, try 
an upside-down cake. Preserved figs 
with 
bran gingerbread baked in upside- 
down fashion. The spices and figs 
make a pleasing blend of flavors. 

- Fig Upside-Down Gingerbread 

1 can ripe figs, 4 cup brown sugar, 
3 tablespoons butter. 

Melt butter in an 8-inch pan, add 
brown sugar and stir until melted. 
Drain figs from juice, cut in half and 
place in pan with sugar, flat side 
down. Keep this in a warm place 
while mixing the gingerbread. 

¥% cup shortening, % cup’ brown 
sugar, 1 egg (well beaten), % cup 
molasses, 1 cup bran, 1144 cups flour, 
¥% teaspoon salt, 1144 teaspoons ging- 
er, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, % teaspoon soda, % 
cup buttermilk or sour milk. 

Cream shortening and sugar. Add 
egg, molasses and bran. Sift dry in- 
gredients and add alternately with the 
milk.

When 
removed from oven, allow to stand in 
pan for about five minutes, then turn 
out on a rack. 2

MINERALS FOR MILCH COWS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Many of the rations used for dairy 
cattle in Western Canada are defic- 
ient in mineral matter. The mineral 
eficiencies can be remedied however, 
by adding to the foods the element, 
or elements, which they lack by grow- 
ing crops rich in, minerals as clover 
and lfalfa, _ ane Bx (feeding, supple- 
mentary mineral mixtures. “°  ,. 

The four mineral élements’ likely 
to be lacking in the feeds commonly 
supplied the dairy cow are lime, phos- 
phorus, chlorine and iodine. Of these, 
‘lime, phosphorus and chlorine are re- 
quired in the greatest amounts, the 
eee being that these mineral ele- 
ments are used to form bone and milk 
| and also to assist in the secretion of 
lthe fluids and juices of the digestive 
j tract. If the ration supplied the high- 
, producing cow in full flow of milk is 
‘low in these elements, she will take 
the mineral constituents from her 
skeleton in order to keep the compo- 
sition of her milk constant. When 
{the cow shows a tendency to chew 


Sticks, bones or sod, it indicates that 
Ishe needs additional mineral matter. 
The proper functioning of the thyroid 
jgland is dependent on iodine, a defic- 
‘iency of which commonly manifests 
,itself in goitre or “big neck,”

A PLAN FOR WHEAT 
PRICE INCREASE 


The Department of Farm Manage- 
ment of Saskatchewan University | 
has offered a scheme to increase the 
price of Canadian wheat. ‘The plan 
provides for an excise tax on domes- 
tic consumption, the amount of the 
tax to be based on the difference: be 
tween $125 and the prevailing quota- 
tion on No. 1 Northern at Fort Wil- 
liam. The estimated revenue from 
the lévy is given at. $31,500,000 This 
is figured on the basis of 42,000,000 
bushels at 75¢, the difference be-|- 
tween $1.25 and an export price of 
50¢ at Fort William. 

It is proposed to distribute the pro- 
ceeds of the tax to all prairie farmers 
through the local municipal officers. 
The basis of distribution recommend- 
ed tis the acreage of improved crop 
land, including land used for wheat, 
oats, barley, flax, rye, etc., tame hay, 
excluding permanent pasture and | 
summer fallow.
